Tt-e cart is nearly as large as an ice 


wa«{Du, though in shape it resembles an 
oM tasluoned English coach. Seen from 
the front it has the appearance of a very 
tmnJsoiuo delivery wagon, and it is 
ptwntod in very gaudy colors. The four 
whuols are bright red. 


Inside tho -wagon and directly back of 


tbe partition which separates the driver's 
seat from the rest of the wagon are two 
large coffee boilers or tanks, underneath 
which is a cylindric gasoline heating ap- 
paratus. The upper part of the wagon 
widens oa each side just back of the 
driver's seat, allowing counters to pro- 
ject over the back wheels; under these 
counters on the inside are shelves and 
drawers. The sides of the wagon above 
the counters open outwardly, making » 
projecting roof when the wagon is on 
duty. A rear door and step give easy 
access to the interior. 


The wagon was used for the first time 


s few days ago, when a three story sash 
and blind factory burned. The cart was 
drawn up in front of a saloon and stood 
there for four hours, and the firemen 
were served with hot coffee and sand- 
wiches. 


The coffee is served by two or three 


men'frotn inside the cart; it ia possible 
to make ten gallons of coffee in twenty 
minutes. 


The cart is kept at Station H of the 


Eire department, and ia controlled by the 
fire department.—Maude Corbett in Chi- 
cago Woman's News. 


Merit Recognized at 


The recent appointment of Dr. Mary 


Putnam Jacobi as visiting physician to 
St. Mark's hospital marks the, first 
yielding of professional prejudice in 
favor of a woman doctor at a man's 
aoapital. 'There are many women's 
hospitals controlled by women physi- 
cians, but this is the first and only in- 
stance in tins country of~a woman being 
admitted to a man's hospital in a pro- 


sional capacity. France anticipated 


the United States six years ago by the

an American, Miss 


Klumpke, as house physician in the 
Paris hospital. Repeated efforts have 
been made iu New York and elsewhere 


behalf of able and learned women 


physicians, but hospital boards hare re- 
mained until now obdurate. In fact, 
St. Mark's is the only hospital that per- 
mits any recognized physician to Send 
Us patient there and administer to him 
limself. 


Dr. Jacobi was educated in New York, 


Philadelphia and Paris. 
Applying to 


;he dean of the Medical college of 
Prance in 1865 for permission trftake 
tho examination, she waa refused on the 
ground that the institution had no prec- 
edent as regards women student*. The 
plucky American referred the dean to 
the Fifteenth century, to be told that 


h a precedent was too old to have 


weight in the present age. A letter from 
Vliniater Wsshburn to the Frenoi min- 
oter of instruction compelled the dean 
to reluctantly yield. 


"The whim of some wild American 
jirl," wrote the French miniiter sooth- 
ngly. "There can be no harm in humor- 
ing her." 


The manner in which she took the ex- 


amination compolled the 
admiration 


and retroect of tlie faculty and she was 
idmittM to the regular course, receiv- 
ng for her valedictory theses a silver 
medal. At the conclusion of her medi- 
cal studies she was married to Dr. A. 
Jacobi.—New York Sun. 


Mending Straw Hat*. 


It is convenient to know how to repair 


straw hats, as those of the children of 
tho household get sadly battered in brim 
!ind crown. One shotrifi always keep 
one old straw hat of each of the ordi- 
nary colors—black and brown and 
white—to supply materials for repair- 
Ing, and to this end it -is wise to avoid 
buying the fancy straws, as the plain 
tnraids are much- more durable and use- 
ful. Black thread No. 40 is used for all 
sowing of straw, except the finest grades 
of handsewed hats, and the domestic 
milliner may wfell follow the trade rule. 
The straw should be wet or dampened 
aa it is sewed, as this will prevent its 
breaking. 


When a brim is ragged rip off the 


torn braid, and taking a braid that 
matches, deftly weave the ends together 
and sew around the hat's edge as many 
rows as are wished. The brim can be 
made to turn down by stretching the 
upper edge of the braid tightly as it is 
sewed, or made to roll up by holding 
the upper edge of the braid loosely, the 
mender guiding the results by her taste 
and judgment as she sews. Torn crowns 
are replaced in the same way. Braids 
that do not match can be utilized wher- 
ever the trimming will hide the patch, 
and unfashionable low crowns may thus 
be transformed Into those of any desired 
height.—Harper's Bazar.
